NEW PUBLICATIONS. 

LITERARY MAGAZINES.—The August ‘Nineteenth 
Century” contains a paper on ‘‘How to Breed Horses for 
War,” in which the writer makes the suggestion that 
horses should be specially bred for war purposes. He 
says with truth that for modern cavalry purposes what is 
wantedis small tough beasts like the weSteru b.ouchos, the 
Mexican mustangs, or the horses of the Arabs. These will 
endure far more than the heavy, well-fed horses picked 
up from farms or from city omnibus service. This is all 
very well so far as the regular army supply is concerned, 
but in the sudden emergencies of war it will still be nec- 
essary to buy horses when and where they can be found, 
regardless of quality. In the same magazine Prince Krop- 
otkin writes on ‘‘The Small Industries of Great Britain.’ 
Notwithstanding the prevalent idea that the factory has 
wholly displaced the workshop, in modern production, he 
finds on investigation that fully half the industrial work- 
ers of Britain are employed in small workshops, and he 
contends that the current idea that the large scale pro- 
ducer must eventually drive his smaller rivais out of 
busi is an ic fallacy. 

In the August ‘‘Fortnightly’’ the story is told of how 
Russia, in 1896, made a secret proposal to the United 
States to ‘‘corner’’ the wheat market of the world. Each 
government was to purchase all wheat offered at $1 per 
bushel and sell at a figure enough larger to cover cost of 
interest and storage. In this way, Russia contended, the 
price of wheat would be maintained at a higher level, and 
farmers would receive more for their crops. The propo- 
sition was rejected by the United States, but is still cher- 
ished by Russia, which, according to this writer, still 
hopes to persuade the United States to agree to the pro- 
ject. In this connection it is of interest to note that the 
scheme of the Populist party a few years ago for govern- 
ment loans on grain has been actually tried in Russia. 
In 1893, when wheat fell to 50 cts. per bushel, the Russian 
government offered to loan money at 4% to farmers who 
desired to hold grain for higher prices, taking the 
grain as security. No less than $27,000,000 was so loaned, 
the price of grain was raised 10 to 20%, and the plan is 
still in force. Two other papers of special interest in the 
same magazine are a comparison of the naval armaments 
of the seven greatest sea powers, and an argument for 
British naval stations and ship and gun building plants in 
Australia and Canada by Admiral Colomb. 

In the August “‘Contemporary Review,”’ there is an able 
defence of the policy of ‘‘Municipal trading,’’ or city own- 


ership of public works, as it is termed In this country. 
Mr. Josiah Quincy reviews the course of the United States 
in China, and there fs a discussion of hospital conditions 
in South Africa that reminds one very strongly of this 
country’s experience at the conclusion of the Spanish war 

It will surprise many to learn that the cotton seed as a 
cereal is more nutritious than wheat, and that the total 
quantity of cotton seed produced in the United States is 
five-sevenths as large as the wheat crop. It is yet possi- 
ble that the cotton seed crop will be found to have greater 
intrinsic value than the wheat crop, when methods for its 
utilization become better known. These and other inter- 
esting facts concerning the cotton seed are given in a 
paper in “The Forum,"’ by Mr. Edwin L. Johnson. The 
same magazine has papers describing the methods in use 
at the census office, and urging the need for providing a 
system of inspection for the improvement of the consular 
service, 

“The Tendency in Trade Unionism"’ is the title of an 
able paper in the September ‘‘International Monthly.’’ Its 
author shows how rapidly organized labor is embracing 
socialism and outlines some of the fields in which labor 
organizations are working. The article should be read 
by every employer of organized labor who desires to know 
the direction in which his men are moving. 

In the September ‘‘Century’’ Mr, John Burroughs con- 
cludes his account of the Harriman expedition to Alaska. 
There is also an account of the proposed great memorial 
column proposed to be erected at Detroit to commemorate 
the founding of the city 200 years ago. The design, pre- 
pared by Stanford White, is for a great Doric column, 24 
ft. in diameter at the base and rising to a height of 220 
ft. surmounted by a huge torch, from which a flame of 
natural gas will blaze by night. The design is a most ar- 
tistic one and it is to be hoped that sufficient funds may 
yet be forthcoming to carry it out. 

In ‘Harper's’ for September is an excellent paper on 
submarine boats. It is written from the popular point of 
view, of course, but contains not a little technical infor- 
mation and brings the subject well up to date. No one 
can doubt that these new weapons are likely to play a 
most important part in future naval warfare. 

The September ‘‘McClure’s’’ contains the conclusion of 
Lieut. Gilimore’s story of his captivity by the Filipinos, 
and an account of the construction of the new ‘'Deutsch- 
land," of the Hamburg-American line, written in a popu- 
lar vein. 

Chinese affairs fill a large part of both the ‘Review of 
Reviews’’ and the ‘‘North American Review” this month. 
In the latter magazine the contributors to the discussion 
include Mr. John Foord, Secretary of the American Asiatic 
Association, who thinks that the real root of all the 
Chinese troubles is the corruption of Chinese officials, and 
the real problem befcre the civilized powers is how to put 
honest Chinamen in power in the Chinese empire. The 
“Review of Reviews’ contains also an excellent bio- 
graphical aketch of the late C. P. Huntington. 

The September ‘‘Cosmopolitan’’ contains an illustrated 
article on the Pan-American Exposition, to be held at 
Buffalo next year. Some of the buildings are already 
approaching completion, and with the added attraction of 
near-by Niagara, it is probable that a large attendance 
will be secured. “The American Boss’’ is the title of the 
opening paper in the “‘Atlantic’’ and the article will repay 
study, The author, Mr, Francis C. Lowell, shows that the 
Boss is merely an evolution from American political con- 
ditions. Until we change these conditions the bosses will 
continue, and the best efforts of reform organizations to 
defeat them will only result in a change of bosses.
